DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 04/12/1 1 was filed after 
the mailing date of the Allowance on 03/31/11. The submission is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

3. Claims 1 -14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art fails to teach the applicant's claimed invention as follows method for staggercasting, 
comprising the steps of: encoding a first signal representing content; encoding a second 
signal representing the content using encoding relatively more robust than the encoding 
of the first encoded content representative signal; generating a composite signal 
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comprising the first and second encoded signals by multiplexing the first and second 
encoded signals in the time domain, wherein one of the first and second encoded 
signals is delayed with respect to the other encoded signal; and decoding the undelayed 
encoded signal to reproduce the content if an error is detected in the composite signal, 
and decoding the delayed encoded signal is to reproduce the content otherwise as 
present within applicant's remarks.
